BYU  pays  tribute  today 


Funeral  services  for  Elder  Richard  L. 
Evans  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  who 
died  at  12:10  a.m.  Monday  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  will  be  held  in  the  Tabernacle  on 
Temple  Square  Thursday  at  12:15  p.m. 

Elder  Evans  sucuumbed  to  a viral 
infection  of  the  nervous  system  after 
eight  days  in  the  intensive  care  unit  of  the 
LDS  Hospital  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Hospital  officials  said  that  all  members 
of  the  Evans  family  were  at  the  bedside 
of  the  65-year-old  Church  leader  when  he 
died. 

The  Daily  Universe  looks  at  the  life  of 
this  revered  Apostle  on  pages  four  and 
seven  of  this  issue. 

Elder  Evans  was  known  world-wide  as 
the  voice  of  The  Spoken  Word,  for  over 
forty  years.  The  radio  and  television 
broadcast  had  carried  his  three-minute

In  an 
interview  with  Halladay  in  yesterday’s 
Universe,  that  position  was  inadvertenly 
referred  to  as  a city  manager. 

Halladay  believes  that  a city  planner 
who  is  competant  and  specifically  trained

“We  have  many  happy  memories 
we  shall  always  cherish  of  our  meetins 
with  Elder  Evans  and  the  occasions  we 
have  heard  his  splendid  narration  with  the 
Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir.  We  hope  that 
the  knowledge  that  he  was  so  admired  by 
his  colleagues  and  that  he  served  his 
church  and  fellow  citizens  with  such 
distinction  will  bring  you  comfort  now, 
and  that  your  own  remembrances  of  a life 
you  shared  and  your  pride  in  his 
accomplishments  will  be  a source  of 
strength  to  you  in  the  years  ahead.”

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'Something  should  be  done'  to  keep  foreign  aid  from  dying 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - Under 
heavy  White  House  pressure, 
congressional  leaders  agreed 
yesterday  that  “something” 

should  be  done  to  keep  the 
23-year-old  American  foreign  aid 
program  from  dying  in  two  weeks. 
But  there  was  no  immediate 
concensus  on  what. 

Many  members  talked  of  a 
resolution  to  permit  continued 
spending  at  the  current  level 
beyond  the  Nov.  15  expiration 
date  while  the  program’s 
long-range  future  was  being 
considered. 

Sen.  J.  William  Fulbright,  who 
voted  against  the  aid  bill,  said 


members  did  agree  that 
“something”  should  be  done. 

HE  emphasized  that  he  was 
speaking  of  “something  as 
opposed  to  nothing,”  and  said 
there  was  no  consensus  on  what 
action  should  be  taken. 

House  speaker  Carl  Albert 
•predicted  the  House 
Appropriations  Committee  would 
introduce  a continuing  resolution 
within  a week.  The  committee’s 
chairman.  Rep.  George  H.  Mahon, 
D-Tex.,  said  it  likely  would  be 
introduced  next  week  and  said,  “I 
can’t  believe  that  something  will 
not  be  done.”

Bomb  protests  Common  Market 


LONDON  (UPI)  - A bomb 
exploded  in  the  Royal  Tank 
Regiment  headquarters  400  yards 
from  the  houses  of  parliament 
yesterday,  less  than  24  hours  after 
another  bomb  had  ripped  Britain’s 
tallest  building. 

About  six  hours  after  the  1:45 
a.m.  explosion  yesterday,  an 
ahonymous  caller  told  Britian’s 
Press  Association  the  “Angry 
Brigade,”  a secret  anarchist  group, 
was  responsible  both  for  the  blast 
on  the  doorstep  of  the  army 


building  and  the  bombing  at  the 
620-foot  post  office  tower. 

Neither  blast  caused  any 
injuries. 

“The  bombing  of  the  post 
office  tower  was  a protest  against 
the  government’s  taking  the 
British  people  into  the  Common 
Market,”  the  caller  said.  “The 
second  bomb  was  a protest  against 
the  British  government’s  handling 
of  the  Ulster  situation. 

“It  was  not  the  IRA  Irish 
Republican  Army.  It  was  the 
Angry  Brigade,”  the  caller  said. 
He  was  well  spoken,  with  an 
English  accent. 


provide  money  for  the  foreign  aid 
program  but  a persistent  foreign 
aid  critic,  predicted  without 
qualification  that  some  kind  of 
aid  program  would  be  approved. 

“You’re  going  to  have  a foreign 
aid  bill,”  he  told  a reporter.  “It 
won’t  be  the  bill  the  House  wants. 
It  won’t  be  the  bill  the  Senate 
wants.  It  won’t  be  the  bill  the 
President  wants.  But  you’re  going 
to  have  a bill.” 

Passman  acknowledged  that  he 
was  among  those  most  anxious  to 
trim  foreign  aid  spending,  but  “I 
never  have  believed  you  could 
stop  it  overnight.” 

He  said  an  end  to  the  program 
should  be  phased  over  two  or 
three  years,  perhaps  more. 
“You’ve  got  projects  40,  -60,  80 
per  cent  complete.  If  you  just 
stop,  it  all  goes  down  the  drain.” 

WHITE  House  Press  S,ecretary 
Ronald  Ziegler  called 
continuation  of  the  program 
“imperative,”  and  rejected  in 
advance  any  patchwork  bill  which 
might  eliminate  military 
assistance.  - 


Speed-Up  in  reduction 
of  interest  rates  urged 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - Arthur 
F.  Burns  said  yesterday  the 
Federal  Reserve  Board  would 
press  for  a speed-up  in  reduction 
of  mortgage  and  consumer 
interest  rates,  but  opposes  any 
arbitrary  ceilings  on  interest  costs. 

Testifying  before  the  House 
Banking  Committee,  the  FED 
chairman  said  a new  committee  he 
has  created  would  concentrate  on 
lower  mortgage  and  cons  er  credit 
transactions  in  the  moiiiiiS  aii^au. 
He  said  the  group  would  “frown 
upon”  any  upward  movement  of 
rates. 

The  Burns  committee  was  set 
up  to  work  out  a voluntary 
program  to  regulate  interest  rates 
which  are  not  subject  to  controls, 
as  are  wages,  prices  and  rents. 

Burns  testified  that  many 
interest  rates  such  as  on  homes 
and  on  consumer  credit  do  not 
fall  as  rapidly  as  other  interest 
charges. 


“The  main  role  of  the 
committee,”  Burns  said,  “Should 
be  to  speed  up  the  traditionally 
sluggish  interest  rates  to 
movements  in  market  rates.” 

He  said  his  committee,  for  the 
present  “intends  to  concentrate 
on  those  interest  rates  that  most 
directly  affect  the  American 
family,  including  residential 
mortgage  and  consumer  credit 
rates.”

He  said  the  President  felt  . that 
failure  to  reinstitute  the  bill 
would  “dilute  and  wreck’’ 
underpinnings  of  the  nation’s 
foreign  policy. 

Later  in  the  day,  the  Pentagon 
joined  in  the  adminstration 
chorus,  and  specifically  defended 
direct  military  aid,  which 
accounted  for  one  third  of  the 


$2.9  billion  in  the  defeated 
measure. 

“We  think  the  substitution  of 
money  for  U.  S.  manpower  is  a 
policy  worth  pursuing, ’’said  a 
Defense  Department  spokesman. 
“We  would  not  like  to  be  in  a 
position  where  we  would  have  .to 
leave  overseas  men  that  we  had 
intended  to  bring  home.”

May  peace  be  with  you... 


Yesterday,  with  the  First  Presidency  of  the  Church 
and  some  of  the  other  brethren,  I laid  hands  on  his 
head.  I have  been  blessed  to  be  his  close  associate  and 
friend  for  many  years,  and  I love  him.  Graciously,  I 
was  granted  the  privilege  of  personally  participating  in 
that  blessing.  I rejoiced  and  thanked  God  and  thought 
that  today,  however  Richard  may  be  (and  he  is 
extremely  critical  this  morning),  1 would  want  to  say 
to  you  that  his  life  and  the  life  of  every  other  man  who 
has  made  contributions  of  magnitude  reflects  a series 
of  simple  virtues  that  are  not  so  hard  to  isolate 
although  extremely  difficult  to  emulate  and  actualize. 

The  one  thing  I would  extract  from  his  life  this 
morning  is  his  unusual— his  unique— aptitude  and 
capacity  for  work,  his  commitment  to  the  best  he 
could  produce.  For  a generation  I have  watched  him 
labor  seven  days  a week,  all  day  long  and  into  the 
night.  At  Temple  Square  a time  ago,  I used  to  try  to 
cajole  him  into  spending  a little  more  time  with  his 
wonderful  boys  and  his  great  wife. 

RICHARD  EVANS’S  capacity  for  work  is 
prodigious.  I have  watched  him  turn  away  shyly  as 
people  have  said  that  he  is  the  only  religion  they  have 
ever  known  or  believe  in,  he  is  the  only  church  they 
ever  attend— in  these  broadcasts  for  42  years.  I have 
heard  so  many  say,  “Oh,  you  don’t  have  to  worry;  it 
just  rolls  out  of  you.’’  This  morning  I would  just 
remark  on  my  knowledge  of  how  the  stuffing  process 
occurs  before  the  rolling  out  begins. 

1 have  watched  him  labor  in  anguish  and  anxiety  all 
week  long  to  get  those  three  minutes  ready.  He  only 
had  a few  minutes  here  and  there,  but  he  had  great 
wisdom.  Richard  knows  that  sharpening  pencils, 
arranging  a desk,  getting  the  lights  just  right  are  easy. 
But  that  does  not  get  anything  done.  So  early  each 
week  he  dictates  a thought  out  of  his  heart  and 
head— some  idea.  This  is  typed  triple-space  on  yellow 
paper  by  a great  secretary.  He  has  begun.  In  the  odd 
hours  and  moments  and  into  the  night,  he  interlines 
and  crosses  out  and  substitutes  until  not  a word  of  the 


original  is  left,  but  he  has  begun.  He  is  into  the  job  and 
he  does  the  work. 

WITH  HIS  sense  of  humor,  he  would  appreciate  my 
mentioning  how  I used  to  feel  as  I watched  him 
perform.  The  theory  was  that  if  he  should  somehow 
drop  lifeless  or  insensate  I would  stride  manfully 
forward,  take  the  script  from  his  fallen  hand,  and  carry 
on.  The  truth  is,  if  he  had,  I would  have  too.  But  I 
stood  nearby  in  the  Tabernacle  for  years,  watching  the 
perfecting  process  to  the  last  moment-interlining  a 
better  word,  a more  accurate  expression.  I know  how  it 
“rolled  out.’’ 

If  you  would  like  to  accomplish  something  really 
worthwhile,  learn  how  to  work  and  work  when  others 
are  not  working.  Work  with  objective,  with 
commitment,  with  idealism,  with  faith.  I give  you 
words  which  seem  to  me  so  descriptive  of  Richard, 
though  they  were  written  before  his  time.  They  apply 
to  him  as  I have  never  known  them  to  apply  to  any 
other  man,  save  one-President  David  0.  McKay. 

A poet  wrote: 

'Tis  human  fortune ’s  happiest  height 

To  be  a spirit  melodious. 

Lucid,  poised,  and  whole. 

Second  in  order  of  felicity, 

To  walk  with  such  a soul. 

God  bless  Richard,  Alice,  the  boys,  and  us;  make  us 
know  that  from  such  a life  of  magnificent 
contributions  (which  we  pray  God  may  continue)  there 
are  simple  principles  easy  to  isolate,  difficult  to 
emulate,  which  make  life  what  God  wanted  it  to  be  for 
us.  I bear  you  my  witness  that  God  lives,  that  this 
Church  is  his  kingdom,  that  this  University  is  directed 
by  ordinary  men  with  an  extraordinary  commission 
and  with  the  mantle  which  permits  them  inspiration  of 
God  if  they  are  worthy.  God  bless  all  of  us  and 
especially  my  dearly  beloved  friend,  Elder  Richard  L.

BYU’s  ace  sophomore  harrier, 
Richard  Reid,  overcame  both 
wintry  weather  conditions  and  the 
oppositon  over  the  weekend  to 
record  an  impressive  run-away 
victory  at  the  University  of  Utah’s 
fruelling  six-mile  course.  Though 
battling  sub-freezing 
temperatures,  snow  and  a biting 
wind,  Reid  was  still  able  to  clock 
a highly  creditable  30:52  time  for 
the  hilly  course.

Cats  grab  second  in  Chico  soccer  test

A.  hustling  BYU  Soccer  team 
was  upended  3-1  by  host  Chico 
State  in  the  Chico  State 
Invitational  Soccer  Tournament  in 
Northern  California  over  the 
weekend,  after  clobbering  Oregon 
State  11-3  to  earn  a shot  at  the 
championship. 

For  BYU  it  was  a fine  showing 
in  the  two-day  tournament,  noted 
as  a prestigious  soccer  test.  BYU 
had  been  invited  only  after  the 
University  of  Southern  California 
dropped  out,  and  the  Cougars 
almost  brought  home  the  first 
place  hardware. 

After  an  18-hour  drive  and  very 
little  sleep,  BYU  faced  Oregon  in 
their  first  tourney  match.  It  took 
t he  sleepy  Cats  a while  to  eet 
going  and  they  found  themselves 
quickly  behind  3-2.  Then  they 
came  alive  and  went  on  a scoring 
free-for-all.  When  the  smoke  had 
cleared  BYU  had  thi.  . ' -3  win. 
Dee  J.  Harding,  Han^  Henchen, 
and  Craig  Jacobs  did  most  of  the 
damage,  each  collecting  three 
goals. 

In  the  championship,  match  the 
Cougars  faced  Chico  State,  the 


pre-tourney  favorites  and  the 
fifth-ranked  NCAA  team  in  the 
west. 

BYU  battled  Chico  to  a 
scoreless  first  half.  Then  in  the 
third  quarter  Chico  slipped  in  a 
goal  to  take  the  lead.  Chico  added 
another  goal  to  take  a 2-1  lead 
before  BYU  could  counter.  Cres 
McTavish  passed  to  Cougar 
teammate  Craig  Jacobs  who  shot 
in  the  lone  BYU  tally.  It  was  the 
first  goal  scored  against  Chico 
State  in  six  matches. 

Chico  shot  in  a penalty  goal  to 
round  out  the  scoring  and  capture 
the  tourney  title  with  the  3-1 
victory. 

BYU  coach  Dan  Madsen  had 
considerable  praise  for  his  players 
after  their  second  place  showing. 
Madsen  mentioned  that  many  fans 
were  very  impressed  with  the 
caliber  of  BYU  soccer.  The 
Cougar  head  mentor  noted  that 
many  Chico  supporters,  an  area 
where  soccer  is  very  popular, 
observed  that  the  BYU  talent  was 
the  most  superior  in  the 
tournament. 

“However,  we’re  just  operating 
as  a club  in  a recreation  league 
and  it’s  hard  to  come  off  the 
bench,  so  to  speak,  and  start 


playing  ball  of  that  caliber,” 
Madsen  observed. 

BYU  placed  four  players  on  the 
all-star  team  selected  after  the 
tournament  was  finished. 
Honored  were  Dee  J.  Harding, 
Cres  McTavish,  Craig  Jacobs  and 
Roberto  Balsamo. 

Jacobs  was  also  the  leading 
scorer  for  the  Cougars,  connecting 
with  four  goals. 

The  tournament  really 
improved  BYU’s  soccer  image, 
according  to  Madsen.  An 
invitation  to  Chico  to  come  to 
Provo  for  a match  was  extended.

“A  quiet  conscience;  useful 
work  well  and  willingly  done;  an 
awareness  of  being  needed  and 
wanted;  an  earnest  appreciation  of 
other  people;  conformity  to  the 
laws  of  honor  and  honesty.  . 

Such  was  Elder  Richard  L. 
Evans’  guide  “to  make  men 
happy’’  in  one  of  his  weekly 
Sunday  morning  broadcasts  with 
the  Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir. 

Such  was  his  life. 

“He  never  lost  control  in  any 
situation.  He  was  always  in 
complete  control,’’  said  one 
Tabernacle  Choir  member 
yesterday.  She  recalled  once  when 
Elder  Evans  was  presenting  one  of 
his  messages,  men  in  the  balcony 
were  yelling  for  him  to  speak 


louder.  “He  never  hesitated,  but 
went  right  on.” 

Elder  Evans  wrote-constantly 
making  improvements  in  the 
wording-and  delivered  the 
“simple,  eloquent,  and  moving” 
sermons  of  the  Spoken  Word 
which  have  been  heard  by  millions 
throughout  the  world. 

He  became  the  voice  of  the 
Spoken  Word  in  1930-more  than 
40  years  of  weekly  sermonettes. 

“Numerous  people,  the  world 
over,  hate  happily  boasted  that 
‘Richard  Evans  is  my  Church’,” 
commented  The  Council  of  the 
Twelve  in  a statement  yesterday. 
“For  42  years,  under  intense 
pressures.  Elder  Evans  has 
returned  to  the  microphone 
nearly  every  week  with  a message 
of  depth  and  faith  and  freshness 
and  inspiration.” 


The  statement  continued: . “As 
limitless  approaches  are  made 
with  the  people  all  over  the  world 
by  missionaries  and  others  of  us, 
we  are  greeted  with  the 
statement:  ‘I  listen  every  Sunday 
morning  to  Richard  L.  Evans.’ 
This  Apostle  touched  the  hearts 
of  his  millions.” 

“We  could  always  seek  him  out 
for  advice  and  always  found  a 
willing  listener  and  advisor.  We 
shall  miss  him,”  said  members  of 
the  First  Council  of  Seventy— of 
which  Elder  Evans  was  a member 
from  1 9 3 8 to  1 9 5 3-in  a 
statement. 

He  was  born  in  Salt  Lake  City 
in  1906.  He  received  his  B.A., 
M.A.  and  LL.D.  from  the 
University  of  Utah.  From  1946  to 
1952  he  was  a feature  writer  for 
Hearst’s  King  Features  Syndicate. 


His  excellence  in  literary  works 
was  evident.  In  January,  1936  he 
was  called  by  the  First  Presidency 
to  serve  as  managing  editor  of  the 
Church’s  Improvement  Era.  He 
was  a director  for  KSL-radio  at 
the  time  of  his  death.

Throughout  his  messages  there 
has  been  deep  concern  for  the 
youth  of  the  Church  and  many 
precepts  for  the  youth  to  apply  in 
achieving  happiness. 

In  answer  to  the  question  “Do 
you  think  the  commandments 
need  to  be  rewritten?”  he  replied, 
“No  they  should  be  reread  and 
become  the  guide  and  standard  of 
our  live?  if  we  want  health,  and 
happiness,  and  peace  and 
self-respect.”
